The United States of America, the daughter of Britain, 
declared its independence in terms at once new to the ideas of 
government then prevalent. 
Am erica’s C onstitution, equally as striking, was rooted 


of tho ^ in a hundred and fifty years of struggle in a wilderness. 
“All men are created free and equal;” equal in oppor­ 
tunity. Equal opportunity carries with it equal responsibility. 
T he American C onstitution presumes no class, the government 
allows of the merging ^f all races and creeds. 
Such a wade latitude has made us a great nation. Jew and 
Gentile, Catholic and Protestant, all have ti ie same responsi 
hility to jealously guard their liberties against any and all e n ­ 
croachments, from within or from without. Such vigilant de­ 
votion to these principles shall save us against class prejudice. 
Today th<' very fundamentals of our government and its 
form of cheeks and balances is l>eing assailed. I In* I ’resident of 
the United States has attacked the Constitution. I Ie is appeal­ 
i n g to tilt' sufferings of our people, in their weakness, to sup­ 
p ort him and, with the advisors about him, he is sowing the 
I seed that shall endanger our whole fabric of government. 
T he continued losses of our groat middle class to shrewd 
and ready traders may upset that deep rooted sense of trust 
which all Americans, regardless of race, creed or color, have 
held to each other. 
This danger is incurred by the Administration and those 
in authority. W e must therefore beware. W e must all, as 
Americans, tolerantly and lovingly, work together. 
Undue 
and unfair advantage breeds contempt and hatied. 
None of us can he contem ptuous today and win. 
W hy, for one minute, question our form of government? 
The three-branched form of our government is modeled 
even after the very laws of gravity and the balancing of forces, 
a triangle. 
W hen the Chief Executive .seeks to and does annul one 
of these forms and attacks the other, his motives are to he im­ 
peached. Fits purposes are sinister. 
In Italy, Fascism is a one party government, cruel and in­ 
tolerant of all criticism. 
In Germany, Nazism is the outgrowth of racial prejudices 
attributed to undue and unfair advantages in times of a great 
depression. A nd how cruel. 
In Russia, Com m unism is possibly the nearest a long en ­ 
slaved people can yet approach to self government. T his gov­ 
ernment is really barbarous. 
Is there anything in any of these forms beneficial to us? 
No! Yet seeds are being sown that are intended to destroy
